allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken singularly or in 
combination, especially when these limitations are considered within the specific combination 
claimed, to teach: a synchronous semiconductor memory comprising: an output control signal 
generating circuit, among others as claimed in independent claims 13, 21, that generates an 
output control signal in response to a read signal, a column strobe (CAS) latency signal, the first 
clock signal and the second clock signal, wherein the first and the second clock are synchronized 
to the same cycle of an external source clock. Method of operating the synchronous 
semiconductor memory comprising step of generating the output control signal based on a 
column address strobe (CAS) latency signal, the compensated first clock signal and the second 
clock signal, and among other steps as claimed in independent claims 1, 8.
